Duankirk,,* Ithink you fhould give the ac- 
count we have of that famous affair, from 
the negotiations of the count d’Efirades, 
who was the minifter employed by the 
French king to tranfa& that bufinels ; 
therefore I have fent you copies of fome 
of his letters, and extraéts from others 
upon that fudje&t, I am, &c. 

The firlt letter the count gives us, re- 
lating to this fubject, is as follows : 


The Earl of Clarendon, Chancellor of Eng- 
land, te Count d’Eftrades. 
SIR, Hampton-court, June 29, 1662. 
** As T have frequently refle&ed upon 
feveral particulars of the fundry confe- 
rences we have had together, and finding 
a difpofition in the king my mafter, to 
give all forts of proof of the defire which 
e entertains to bind ftill more the ties of 
friendthip betwixt him and his moft chri- 
ftian .majefly, I have fent on this jovraey 
M. Beilings, .whom you know to be a 
perfon.in whom I confide, to communi- 
cate to you my fentiments;. te whom, I 
defire you to. give credence, and te-be- 
lieve that I am truly, &¢."
